HALPIN GETS GAYNOR 
TO RECONSIDER IT 


A Definite Statement on the May- 
oralty Nomination To-night. 


CITIZENS’ UNION IS OUT 


is Is for Littleton, Who Is Being Urged 
by Gaynor to Accept the Fusion 
Nomination. 


Justice William J. Gaynor has agreed 
to reconsider his declination of the Fusion 
nomination for Mayor. His final answer 
will be forthcoming this afternoon. It was 
the persuasiveness of William Halpin, the 
Chairman of the Fusion conference, which 


led Justice Gaynor again to take the ten- 
der made him by the Fusionists under ad- 
visement. Mr. Halpin saw Justice Gaynor 
yesterday afternoon *and was with him 
for some time. 

When they parted Mr. Halpin was au- 
thorized to say to the Fusion conference 
that Justice Gaynor would ponder further 
on the suggestion that he head the Fusion 
ticket and that a definite statement from 
him would be given to Mr. Halpin in timo 
to present to the Fusion conference at an 
adjourned meeting to-night. 

’ Mr. Haipin was asked last night 
whether he thought Justice Gaynor would 
accept the nomination. He said: 

“T have been called an incorrigible op- 
timist and with some justification. I have 
never lost hope that Justice Gaynor would 
come to realize that the situation de- 
‘manded his acceptance. I am more hope- 
ful now than ever.”’ 

‘Justice Gaynor was at the Montauk 
.Club in Brooklyn last night. When he was 
tol4 that the Fusion Conference had ad- 
journed until to-night on a statement 
from Mr. Halpin that Justice Gaynor had 
agreed to reconsider, the Justice took the 
eard of the interviewer and wrote on it as 
follows: 

“Tt is not possible that Mr. Halpin 
eould have said so, and I decline to say 
anything about it. I must decline to enter 
into the matter at all.” 

The leaders in the Fusion Conference 
Go not expect the Citizens’ Union to con- 
sent to the nomination of Justice Gaynor, 
and as they are determined to have Jus- 
tice Gaynor nominated, if he will accept, 
they will continue to remain indifferent to 
the attitude of the Union as long as Jus- 
tice Gaynor is in the field. 

The Citizens’ Union conferrees did not 
attend the meeting of the Fusion confer- 
nce last night at the Fifth Avenue. They 
met yesterday afternoon at the office of 
R. Fulton Cutting. At the close of their 
session, when Mr. Cutting was asked if 
his committee would re-enter the Fusion 
conference, he said: 

“No, we will not be present to-night. 
We have not been invited.”

“These companies [‘*‘ companies,’’ be- 
cause of the separate incorporations] 
have been organized for the purpose of 
constructing a tunnel under the North 
River from the terminus in Jersey City, at 
Erie and Twelfth Streets, to a terminus 
under Chambers Street, between Broad- 
way and the Brooklyn Bridge terminal, in 
the Borough of Manhattan, and to provide 
thereby better means of communication 
between the business portions of the City 
of New York and the territory served by 
the Public Service Corporation, which ope- 
rates all the surface lines in the Counties 
of Hudson, Essex, Passaic, Union, and 
Middlesex, in New Jersey, comprising 
about 560 miles of line. 

“Lhe Public Service Corporation proposes 
to supplement its existing facilities in 
New Jersey by a new direct high-speed 
line from Newark, with communication, 
without changes, to the proposed tunnel 
in Jersey City, thus affording direct 
transportation from its terminus in New- 
ark to the City Hall in New York in fif- 
teen minutes. Arrangements have also 
been made for a joint passenger station at 
| Jersey City, which will enable the Erle 
Railroad Company to transfer its suburb- 
an passengers to the proposed tunnel line. 

“The location of the proposed tunnel at 
the Manhattan end has been made with 
a view to furnishing the best possible fa-

BALLOON CARRIED BOY OFF. 


Broke from Moorings at Fair—He 
Descended Thirty Miles Away.

ONEONTA, N. Y., Sept. 20,—Ralph 
Wallace, 16 years old, was carried up 
several thousand feet in the air when a 
captive balloon broke away from its moor- 
ings in the Fair Grounds here this after- 
noon. 

Two hours after the boy disappeared 
in the heavens he landed, unconscious, 
thirty miles away at Summit, Schoharie 
County. 

Thousands at the Fair Grounds saw 
the lad go up in the balloon. He had 
reached a considerable altitude when the 
attendant started to pull the balloon 
down to earth by the rope which kept it 
captive. The car was about 100 feet from 
the ground when the rope broke and in- 


stantly the balloon shot up tnto the sky. 
A strong northeast wind was blowing 
|and the boy was carried out of sight 
among the clouds. 

Wallace managed eventually to get hold 
of the valve rope and let out the gas. The 
balloon was not injured, and the boy, 
after regaining his senses, seemed to have 
suffered no harm.

HOW JAPAN KEPT DOWN 


DEATHS FROM DISEASE 


Aseptic Method Did It, Says Sur- 
geon General Suzuki. 


VERY LITTLE FIELD SURGERY 


Bullet and Shell Wounds Were Treated 
with Sterilized Water and 


Left to Heal. 
{ 


At the annual banquet of the American 
Association of Obstetricians and Gynecol- 
ogists at the Hotel Astor last night Sur- 
geon General Suzuki of the Imperial Jap- | 
anese Navy told about 100 of the most 
prominent surgeons in this country how 
the mortality had been kept down in the 
recent war. The reason he explained was 
simply the aseptic method well under- | 


stood by the surgeons in this country, but | 


which has never been applied in any war | 
before. This was the very thing about 
which the surgeons most wished to hear 
him speak of, for, as they confessed, the 
low death rate which the Japanese ad to 
their credit had astonished the world. 

In his speech which formed a con- 
trast to what the Japanese surgeon had 
said, Surgeon Major L, L. Seaman re- 
minded his hearers that our erowning 
effort in the way of careless sanitation 
and treatment for our soldiers had been 
achieved in our latest eonflict with Spain. 

‘“‘In our war with Spain,’’ Dr. Seaman 
went on to say, ‘“‘we lost in our six 
weeks’ actual engagement by sickness 
four times as many men than Japan with | 
her million men in the field.”’ 

“I have just come from the front,” 
Surgeon General Susuki-explained when 
he rose to speak, ‘‘and I am on my way 
to the congress at Detroit. It is some 
time since I have been here,’”’ he went on 
to say, ‘““and my tongue has grown a bit 
rusty. 

“I will talk to you about that in which 
I know you must be most interested as 
Surgeons, namely, our treatment of the 
wounded. The method, I know, is famil- 
lar to you; you use it here in your prac- 
tice. It was, however, never tried in the 
field before, and I think you will be in- 
terested in it. 

“You know that quite a while before 
our war began it was being talked of, and 
I was careful to make some preparation 
for the war when it should come. In 
writing to localities from which the sur- 
geons were to be chosen I asked for two 
kinas of men. Those who were familiar 
with the aseptic method and those who 
were conservative, By conservative I 
meant those surgeons who would not too 
quickly relieve the wounded of arms and 
legs by amputation. 

** We used no carbolic acid or other anti- 
septic. We used simply sterilized water 
and sterilized cotton. In most instances 
we did not attempt to probe the wound 


for the bullet. or the fragment of a shell. 
We simply washed the edges of the wound 
with the sterilized cotton and then bound 
it up with this sterilized cotton. We lost 
no time on the battle field in performing 
hazardous or complicated surgery. We 
simply washed the skin and the edge of 
the wound with this cleansed cotton, and 
we found that In most instances it healed 
with remarkable celerity. 

‘‘Our most recent war, you remember, 

was with China, and that was ten years 
ago. I was absolutely responsible for 
this new method, and you may be as- 
sured that I was very anxious to learn 
how it should turn out. I have the most 
gratifying result to tell you of, for treated 
fin this way we lost in one hospital only 
thirty-two out of 680 men who were ad- 
Sagas You must know that this is very 
ow, . 
‘“‘T have told you that our method was 
not to probe for-bullets and shells imme- 
diately, for we have learned that bullets 
and shells are aseptic. A Captain, for 
example, on one of the war ships where 
I was stationed was shot in the calf of the 
leg. The fragment of the shell had en- 
tered 8o deep into the wound that it was 
not easy to get at. We washed it with 
aseptic cotton and bandaged it with asep- 
tic cloth, and it healed readily. Later, 
when he hac more time, he went to a hos- 
pital to have the fragment of a shell cut 
out, which was done, and the wound 
healed quickly. 

“Tt was only when a fragment of cloth 
was forced into the wound that it sup- 
purated. So when we found that the 
wound was not healing as it should we 
opened it again and got the fragment o? 
the cloth out. Then it generally healed. 

‘*T would like you to bear in mind that! 
it was not I who achieved these splendid | 
results, but the men under me. I a 





did the directing, they in a grea tmeasure 
did the work.” 

The Japanese Surgeon General was 
heartily cheered by the surgeons, both 
when he entered the hall and at the con- 
clusion of his speech. 

Dr. Seaman, in his speech, in a great} 
measure gave figures showing how im- 
portant had been the work of the medical 
and surgical department of the Japanese 
Army in the recent war. He explained 
that in every war there were two foes to 
be contended with—bullets and_ sabre 
thrusts, and the more hidden and deallier 
foe, disease. 

‘In all wars which this world has 
known,” he went on to say, “‘ the perceftt- 
age of mortalities has been about 20 per 
cent. by builets and 80 per cent, by dis- 
ease. In our own civil war, four men 
died of disease to one who died from 
wounds.” 

Dr. Robert T. Morris acted as toast- 
master. Among the other speakers were 
Dr. L. S. McMtrtry and Dr. Herman 
Boldt. 


NEW PANAMA CREDIT SYSTEM. 








Coupons Redeemable by Commission 
Meet Merchants’ Protest. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.--A new sys- 
tem of credit has been devised for em- 
ployes of the Panama Canal on the Isth- 
mus, which will be put into effect about 
Oct. 1. The system will comply with the 
request of the Panama merchants -to be 
put on an equal footing with the com- 
missary stores run by the Canal Commis- 
sion under jirisdiction of the manage- 
ment of the Panama Railroad. 

Coupon credit slips will be issued to 
canal employes on demand, in books con- 
taining credit respectively for $2.50, $5, 
and $25 gold. The books are so made up 
that credits. for from 1 cent to $1 can. be 
torn out as required. Employes will be 
allowed to get these credit books on de- 
mand at any time up to a certain per- 
centage of the total amount of wages 
due them, The merchants will accept the 
slips under an arrangement which makes 
the four banks of Panama the Clearing 
House between the merchants and the 
railroad company. 

No liquor or tobacco is sold at the 
five Government commissartes along the 
line of the road, and it has been decided 
to carry in these commissaries only such 
articles as constitute the necessities of 
life, Just what these articles are has not 
been decided yet by the commission. The 
credit books are being printed in New 
York, and the first consignment will be 
shipped Saturday and issued as soon as 
they arriye on the Isthmus. To guard 
against introducing a new medium of 
exchange on the Isthmus the life of the 
credit slips has been limited to two 
months.

WASHINGTON TO MAKE A TEST 


Diplomatic Inquiry in Matter of Entry 
Upon American’s Premises to 
Make the Arrest. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—The State De- 
partment was informed to-day that the 
Nicaraguan court, in session at Ocotal, 
Province of Segovia, had convicted Wiil- 
iam S. ‘Albers of Philadelphia, the Ameri- 
can resident agent at Jalapa of the Port 
Limon Company, on the charge of resist- 
ing legal process and insulting President 
Zelaya. Sentence has not been imposed. 

Mr. Albers, it is said, is in free 
munication with the American Legation 
at Managua, and has thé advice of coun- 
sel. So far as is known to the State De- 
partment, Mr. Lee, formerly Consul Gen- 
eral at Panama, has not yet started for 
Ocotal. The advices from Minister Merry, 
which will determine whether Mr. Lee 
shall proceed, are not yet at Land. 

While it believed here that 
may have been indiscreet in forcibly 
sisting the Nicaraguan officials, a diplo- 
matic inquiry will be made into the entry

** Albers has lived in Nearagua for some 
time and has been engaged in trade, par- 
ticularly in the raising of tobacco, hat 
industry in Nicaragua is in the hands 
of a syndicate, which pays a Government 
tax and requires of all 
a certain sum for keeping tobacco in its 
warehouses and selling it. In case any 
one refuses to pay the syndicate’s charge 
the tobacco is sold publicly and the 
charge withheld, the rest of the money 
being returned to the owner. 

** Albers had tobacco in his possession 
and refused to pay in compliance with 
the law. The authorities at Jalapa were 
instructed to seize the tobacco. He armed 
his laborers, raised the American flag 
over his house, and threatened the au- 
thorities with trouble if anything was 
done to him. The Jalapa authorities re- 
orted to the Tribunal at Ocotal. The 

ribunal gave Albers a preliminary hear- 
ing on April 7, allowing him a lawyer of 
his own choosing. He was allowed to 
spend part of his time at his home.” 

Consul Donaldson, at Managua, wrote 
a letter to President Zelaya in regard to 
the case, which resulted in the. cancelling 
of his exequatur.

Fancy Post Cards Assessed at Higher 
Rates—Other Decisions. 


In a decision by I. F. Fischer, the Board 
of United States General Appraisers yes- 
terday overruled a protest filed by Met- | 
fert & Co. of New York, and held that 
elaborate postal cards made of paper and 
rubber must pay duty under the provis- 
jon in the Dingley tariff law for manu- 
actures of paper at the rate of 35 per 
cent. ad valorem. The board denied 
claims by the importers that the cards 
are dutiable at the specific. rates provided 
for lithographic prints, or at 25 per cent., 
the rate prescribed for printed matter. 


The cards imported by Meffert & Co. 
are among the most elaborate that have 
so far reached this port. The cards are 
made of two layers of paper pasted to- 
gether, with a thin sheet of soft rubber 
between. A portion of the message side 
has been cut out in different forms, such | 
as balloons, bubbles, &c., while a small 
hole has been pierced in the front of the 
card. By blowing through this hole the 
rubber is distended in the form of the 
cut-out. 

Mr. Fischer also wrote a decision over- 
ruling a claim made by R. F. Downing & 
Co. of New York, relative to the cus- 
toms classification of disks for gramo- 
phone records. The board finds that 
articles of this kind are dutiable at 45 per 
cent. as ‘‘ manufactures of metal,’’ and 
not as ‘‘electrotype plates,’’ at 25 per 
cent.

tained a certain volume of assets they 


should no longer be allowed to employ 
agents to bring in new business, and thus 
&o on swelling in size to an indefinite ex- 
tent. The influence of the large compa- 
nies at that time prevented any action, 
and they pretended that there was no 
| danger whatever that they ever would 
| attain the great size then predicted for 
them in the future, but their arguments 
have been proved erroneous, so the only 
question is, Shall they be allowed to ex- 
pand indefinitely? 

In these days of gigantic corporations 
|for manufacturing and commercial 
poses, Some persons may say, Why should 


that there is one vast difference between 
; the assets of a life insurance company 
and those of commercial corporations. In 


a great life insurance company it is al- 
most altogether the other way, and its 
; assets can all be converted into cash in 
band in a very short time and 
suit the purposes of the man or men con- 
trolling it,

| From The London Acadery, 


AN AUTHOR’S SUICIDE. 


| Strange St 
published Book. 


Miss Edith Allonby, the Lancaster 


school teacher, who recently committed ~~ 
ly are greatly surprised at the recent reve- | 


suicide at Cartinel, England, left a writ- 
ten statement which ts published in The 
London Standard ‘of Sept. 9. In it she 
says: 

| “TY have written a book (I wrote it 
| four years since) which contains one of 
either two things—truth or page upon 
| page of blasphemy. 1 know it to be 
|truth, but so simple that the world can 
hardly recognize it, and while I stand in 
the light I am afraid it cannot be seen 
at all. When I am gone, and when it 
once has a fair chance of being read and 
discussed as it deserves to be, it will ap- 
pear different from what it ever could 
do with me living. No book was ever 
|written by human hand more reverently 
|or with great purity of thought. I tried 
|to publish it but failed. Since then TI 
have gone on writing patiently and spend- 
ling money willingly with the one end in 

view of making an opening for it, but I 
lam afraid, far as it is concerned, I 
lam as near to it as I was four years 
since. Had ‘The Fulfillment’ been less 
| near to God and less sacred to me, I had 
!fought for it well with earthly weapons, 
|but it was given to me out of the great 
| silence, and I must give it to the world 
the same. That is the simple, honest 
itruth of the whole matter. I have died 
ito give God’s gift to the world with ag 
| little stumbling block as possible.” 
| It appears that Miss Allonby had pub- 

lished two works with a London firm 
| anonymously. She had private means, 
and took up teaching and literature from 
choice, and not of necessity. Her family 
are in possession of the manuscript of 
“The Fulfillment,”’ and it is stated that 
ithe Rev. H. W. Meeres is acting as their 
literary adviser. 

In connection with ‘The Fulfillment” 
the following communication has been ré- 
ceived by The London Mail: 

Sir: As the reader responsible to thé 
to which the late Miss 
| Allonby’s book, ‘The Fulfillment,” was 
recently submitted, your courtesy may 
allow me a few words of explanation. 

Both the firm in question, (who have 
already published .her “ Marigold” and 
|The Jewel Sowers,” anonymously at 
her own request,) and myself were, and 
lare, enthusiastic’ admirers of her work. 
But she had certain religious fantasies 
which always made considerable revision 
I accordingly, after praising 
|highly ‘‘ The Fulfillment,’”’ reported that 
some passages which, the gifted and un- 
fortunate authoress has herself admitted, 
consist of “either truth, or page upon 
page of blasphemy,” had best be modi-

The Geneva correspondent of The Lon- 
don Express telegraphs his paper, under 
date of Sept. 2, that crimes by absinth® 


drunkards are becoming so alarmingly 
frequent in Switzerland that the press is 
urging the authorities to check the sale 
of the liquor, which may be bought at al- 
most any village shop. 

A long inquiry, concluded to-day, proved 
that the disastrous fire which destroyed 
a village near Lucerne and ruined a large 
number poor families was the delib- 
erate work of a woman of good family 
| who is a confirmed absinthe drinker, She 
| has been arrested and imprisoned. 

During the past few days the Swiss pa- 
| pers have been full of horrors due to the 
{work of the absinthe fiend. Near Cop- 
| pet, on the Lake of Geneva, a farmer 
| murdered his young wife and children, and 
afterward went in triumph to tell his 
neighbors what he had done. At Lau- 
sanne a little girl was decapitated by @ 
| brute under the influence of absinthe, 

The author of a long series of mysteri- 
ous incendiary crimes and cattle-maim- 
ing outrages near Nyon, in the Canton of 
Vaud, whose trial has just been concud- 
ed, proves to be an absinthe maniac.

ONG WAS NEARLY DROWNED 


A Case of Professional Jealousy Be- 


tween Houdini and Bondini, the 


Press Agent Says—Houdini Won. 


Landlubbers with fertile brains en- 
croached upon the field of the marine 
yarn spinners yesterday with a perform- 
ance that transcended anything they had 
ever thought of. The performance was 
real enough while it lasted, two minutes 
and forty seconds. In those two minutes 
and forty seconds it looked as though 
Jacques Bondini, who had gone down to 
the bottom of the harbor, (the bottom 
was thirty feet down,) was likely not only 
to break the literal shackles which bound 
him, but the shackles of life as well. 

The performance needs further expla- 
nation. Those who witnessed it were still 
explaining at midnight, with no satis- 
factory solution in sight. The facts are 
these: ; 

Harry Houdini, the ‘sensational per- 
plexer and mysteriarch,’’ professional 
shackle and handcuff breaker, had made 
a@ wager with Jacques Bondini that he 
could break manacles from his hands and 
ankles quicker than he. Houdini has been 
abroad startling Kings with his perform- 
ances of handcuff breaking and making 
them wonder what to do next with their 
criminals. When recently Houdini 
turned to this country he found that 
Bondini, his erstwhile pupil, was usurping 
his field here. That's the story as the 
press agent tells it. At all events Hou- 
dini challenged Bondini to a _ shackle- 
breaking match under water. The victor 
was to get $500. 

A group of newspaper men and artists 
went to Atlantic Basin on the tug Fred B. 
Dailzell to see the performance. The Cap- 


tain of the tug is John Gannon, and the! 


contestants made him the referee. 

In the Basin Capt. Gannon tied fast toa 
float, 

The two shackle-breaking artists strip- 
ped for the contest. Houdini wore tights 
under his clothing. Bondini did not. 

Both men shackled in five min- 
utes. 
about the arms and ankles of both. Then 
ropes were fastened about their waists, 
and they were lowered into the water. 
The timekeepers announced that it was 
then 3 o'clock. ; 

There was a silence as thick as a fog 
aboard the Dalzell. It lasted one minute 
and thirty seconds, but that seemed an 
eternity to the watchers. Then a head 
appeared above the waves. It was that of 
Houdini. He spat out brine for a second 
and shouted: 

“Is Bondini up yet?” 

“No! ’’ chorused the crowd on deck. 

Houdini stuck his hands above water 
te show that had freed them of the 
shackles.and disappeared again. 

A minute later the head of Bondini ap- 
peared above the water. He looked gloomy, 
and it was obvious that he was not hav- 
ing any luck. He was down again in a 
minute. 

In another minute and ten seconds the 
head of Houdini appeared. 

“Is Bondini up yet?” he

asked. 


The answer was discouraging, so far as | 


Bondini was concerned, but encouraging 
for Houdini. Houdini went down a third 


time, but not until he had stuck one foot 
above water to show that he had unfast- 
ened his ankle bracelets, too. 

Houdini came to the surface again in a 
minute and motioned to be pulled up on 
deck. Then the men holding the rope to 
which Bondini was tied got busy. 


More dead than alive, he was hauled on | 


board. He had to be rolled and rubbed 
before he came to. He had failed to un- 
fasten either the handcuffs or the ankle 
bracelets.

Stocks Rise—Call Money Rates 
3/4@4 Per Cent. 


Market Advances In Face of Firmer 
Money and Rise in Exchange— 
High-Priced Stocks Lead. 


The stock market yesterday paid no 
heed to the lower quotations sent over 
from the London market, where the 
possibility of an advance to-day in the 
Bank’s discount rate and. uncertainty 
over the Moroccan situation restricted 
trading. General advances marked the 
opening, and prices rose until midday, 
holding fairly steady thereafter in spite 
of considerable profit taking. This up- 
ward movement, however, was exceed- 
ingly uneven. The greatest gains were 
made, as has been the case so fre- 
quently of late in rising markets, by 
stocks which, owing to technical condi- 
tions, lend themselves most freely to 
manipulation, and it was this aspect of 
the movement which rendered it un- 
convincing. Thus the extreme advance 
of the day, 5% points, was made by 
Great Northern, while Canadian Pa- 
cific. Northern Pacific, and Reading 
gained 8 points or more. In other sec- 
tions of the railroad list the gains were 
more moderate, those in Union Pacific, 
Erie, Southern Pacific, Baltimore and 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, and New York 
Central falling under a point. In the 
industrial list the United States Steel 
shares and Amalgamated Copper were 
little concerned in the movement. 

It was perhaps a coincidence that the 
day was one of rumors affecting the 
stocks most prominent in the advance. 
St. Paul’s two-point rise was accompa- 
nied by the report that at the end. of 
the week the road would issue the $25,- 
000,000 of Treasury stock which has 
formed the basis of so many corre- 
sponding stories. With the advance of 
Great Northern there was a renewal of 
the “melon cutting” stories, the most 
favored of which indicated the issue to 
stockholders of $25,000,000 of new 
stock at par. An actual event of the 
day, the transfer of control of the Cin- 
cinnati, Hamilton and Dayton system 
to the Erie, went almost unreflected in 
the latter’s stock, perhaps partially be- 
cause the manner of the financing of 
the transaction is not as yet disclosed. 
The Erie, it was announced, has also 
entered into arrangements whereby it 
secures a tunnel to this city. 

Other developments of the day affect- 
ing the markets were not such as to ex- 
plain the price movement. Call money 
rates advanced sharply to 4 per cent., 
and many heavy loans were made at 
this figure. There was also a termina- 
tion of the ease which marked the time 
money market on Tuesday and» in- 
quiries were rather pressing. This is 
perhaps only one of the many tempo- 
rary fluctuations in the time money 
position, but it was accompanied yes- 
terday by some reduction of loans by 
the banks, a matter which found no re- 
flection in the stock market. Sterling 
exchange rose some 20 points on buy- 
ing said to represent covering of recent 
gold imports, which, if true, means that 
these were made at a loss, in instances 
at least. Discount rates abroad ad- 
vanced again, but opinion was not 
unanimous that the Bank of England 
will advance its official rate to-day. 
The compilation of the returns of the 
National banks under the call of Aug. 
25 shows that the banks of the country 
in a year have increased their loans 
$271,000,000, an expansion only exceed- 
ed in 1901, while individual dcposits 
have risen $3862,000,000 and cash re- 
serves only $4,096,000. Reports of the 
failures of three small interior banking 
institutions attracted little attention. 
The Reading’s report for the fiscal 
year, disclosing an increase of $2,261,- 
000 in surplus, was the subject of fa- 
vorable comment, which also followed 
the statement of The Iron Age that pig 
iron is again in large demand.

IRON TRADE CONDITIONS. 


Reviewing the situation in the 
trade, The Iron Age says: 


One of the characteristic buying rushes seems 
to be on in the pig iron market, reports from 
all the leading distributing centres showing a 
heavy movement. 

In Pittsburg the purchase on the part of the 
Steel Corporation of a lot of 10,000 tons of 
Bessemer pig for prompt delivery has been fol- 
lowed by some large sales, aggregating 65,000 
to 75,000 tons of Bessemer and basic pig, the 
bulk being taken by a large Western Pennsyl- 
vania steel plant. Eastern Pennsylvania steel 
mills have again entered the market, and have 
taken considerable quantities of basic pig, the 
prices advancing squarely to $16, delivered. 

Chicago reports large transactions in foundry 
iron, aggregating 25,000 tons, which includes 
one lot of 10,000 tons of charcoal iron to large 
car wheel makers. Cincinnati notes some 
round sales. In Buffalo one furnace interest 
placed 138,000 tons, while Pittsburg notes the 
purchase by one company of 10,000 tons in 
foundry iron, It is estimated that the sales of 
foundry iron in the New York district, although

individually none of them run above 2, 000 tons, 
will foot up to 30,000 tons during’ the week. 

The greater part of this iron is for delivery 
during the last quarter of this year and the 
first quarter of 1906. Prices have stiffened in 
all directions as the result of this movement. 

It is understood that the Steel Corporation 
will need 40,000 tons of outside Iron for Octo- 
ber. As yet no purchases have been made, and 
it is not yet sure whether the tron will be 
taken in one block or will be bought plece- 
meal, 

While the largest orders for steel rails which 
were in the market last week, including the 
160,000-ton order for the New York Central, 
have not yet been placed, some goodly con- 
tracts have been booked by the mills. They 
total up to over 100,000 tons, there being in- 
cluded in them 19,000 tons for the Tidewater 
Railway, 17,000 tons for the Reading, 10,000 
tons each for Norfolk. and W estern, the West 
Shore, and the Oregon and Western, and 7,500 
tons for the Appalachicola and Northern. New 
England roads have come into the market re- 
cently, and induirles are at hand from a num- 
ber of the Southern systems. 

Railroad buying is greatly in evidence, too, 
in bridge material. The leading interest re- 
ports that there are in hand inquiries calling 
for 100,000 tons of fabricated material, tne 
greater part of which is for railroad bridges, 
some of which are undertakings. 

The scarcity of steel is becoming more pro- 
nounced,

The market «pntinues fully as strong as it 
has been on such products as rails, plates, and 
structural material, and on sore products, such 
as sheets, pipe, and boiler tubes, on which 

rices have been irregular and the demand 
imited, there is a noteworthy Improvement. 
The scarcity of crude steel is more pronounced. 
In Chicago forging billets are held at a min- 
imum of $35, while for quick shipment $39 
per ton has been paid for carload lots. 

In the Pittsburg district one regular producer 
of steel is in the market for 5,000 tons. Con- 
|sumers are unable to place orders to cover 
their requirements, and there is no open mar- 
ket to quote. While a few large sales of pi 
fron are reported, there is steady buying, wit 
prices firm and tending upward. 

At Chicago inquiries aggregating nearly 75,000 
tons, mostly for requirements of the first half 
of 1906, and cubenea peeey every grade of 
fron, Northern and uthern, are pending. 
Iron is being shipped ong distances to Chi- 
cago on the basis of $16.30 to $16.80, deliv- 
ered in that city. There has been considera- 
ble buying of Lake Superior charcoal, one 
contract for 10,000 tons having been made by 
a Chicago car-wheel interest. 

The United States Steel Corporation has pur- 
chased 10,000 tons of Bessemer pig at $15, val- 
ley, for late September delivery, and it is ex- 
| pected that the corporation will buy steadily 
during the remainder of the year. 

The Southern market is stronger and sales 
below $12, Birmingham, are now very rare. 
An advance by several large Southern pro- 
ducers is expected. About 25,000 tons were 
sold by Cincinnati agencies the first part of 
| this week. While it was not to be expected 
|that the buying of rails would be continued at 
| the unprecedented rate of the preceding two 
weeks, the tonnage placed within a few days 
has been very large.

Capt. Robert E. Dooley: succeeds Capt. 
| John W. Cottrell in the Tenderloin, com- 
|ing frem Coney Island. His place will be 
‘taken by Senior Sergt. Maguire. Capt. 
Sottrell goes’ from the Tenderloin to the 
Ww est 152d Street Station, for the express 
jpurpose of cleaning up the Fort George 
|neighborhood. Acting Captain Patrick 
/ Core -oran, into whose shoes he steps, goes 
lto the comparatively quiet East Thirty- 
| fifth Street Station. 
Other transfers are: 
| Capt. DENIS J. BRENNAN, from East 104th 
Street to Tremont, at his own request. 

Capt. JAMES W. FERRIS, from Tremont to 
the Central Office, Manhattan, on account 
of ill health.

is therefore in the nature of a reward for 
efficiency. 

In Capt, Dooley the Inspector will have 
}@ right-hand man who is also high in the 
esteem the Commissioner. For two 
years Capt. Dooley has been stationed at 
Coney Island, and is credited with many 
| reforms there. 

The First Inspection District, to which 
| Inspector Flood now goes, is perhaps 
next in importance to the Third, and 
there is always plenty to do there. It

After announcing the transfers and 
talkin of police matters in eneral, 
Commissicner McAdoo issued the fol- 
lowing pronunciamento, dictated, it was 
explained, by a request for information 
| regarding the present police details: 

In view of the fact that the campaign for 
the election of Mayor of this city is now about 
to be opened, and that critics of the adminis- 
tration are assiduously endeavoring, however 
unfairly, to make the 
object of attack, the Commissioner will refuse 
to reply to questions which are. obviously asked 
for political purposes and not with the inten- 
tion of ascertaining news nor legitimate in- 
| formation far the public good. It will save a 
lot of time and trouble on the part of those 
interested as well as himself that this should 
be understood at once.

He then turned to the rest of the new 
appointees. 

‘Now I congratulate you and the cit 
he said. ‘ You certainly look like a f ne 
lot of men.’ 

‘“You are indebted to no man for this 
position. You are under, no obligations 
to me, I took you as I found you on the 
list, unless there was obvious cause why 
I shouldn't. No influence got you this 
place, so far as the Police Department is 
concerned. You owe no man per for 
it. If I thought you did, or if I thought 
you paid one cent for it, I would take your 
name off the list at once. 

“You start, therefore, with a clean 
sheet. No possible influence should get 
between you and your duty to the people 
of New York. My experience here has 
led me to believe that a policeman is 
either made for the good or for the bad 
in the first year of his service. Get good 
companions on the police, associate with 
the best men, but 1 zou find a bad po- 
liceman keep away from him. If you 
Know anything of a crookéd policeman 
put your hand right on him and say, 

This man is crooked and I know it.’ "’ 

Inspectors Schmittberger and Flood 
called at Headquarters late in the after- 
noon and talked with the Commissioner 
for an hour.
